President to Attend the Transmis- 


sissippi Exposition. 
{[A. P, EARLY MORNING REPORT] 

OMAHA, Aug. 22.—President G. W. 
Wattles of the Transmississippi Expo- 
sition has received a dispatch from 
Manager E. Rosewater at Washing- 
ton, stating that President McKinley 
has given a positive assurance of his 
consent to be the guest of the exposi- 
tion during the grand peace jubilee, 
which will be the feature of early Oc- 
tober. Mr. Rosewater has not yet re-

officers, Dut from ‘private sources it is 
learned that there is little doubt that 
a majority will accompany the Presi- 
dent to Omaha in October. 

The peace jubilee will be the big 
week of the exposition. Each day of 
the week will be marked by some spe- 
cial demonstration. One day will be 
the President’s day, another Gover- 
nor’s day, another Army and Navy 
day, and so on through the week. A 
number of the greatest orators and 
most distinguished statesmen of the 
United States wil contribute to the

OUR FLAG GOES 


Hawaiian Islands Have Merged Their Destiny 
With That of the United States. 


* 


Simple but Impressive Ceremonies in Which the American Troops 
and Honolula’s National Guardsmen Unite, 


PRESIDENT DOLE YIELDS THE SOVEREIGNTY OF THE LAND, 


The Spent Candle of Native Nationality Gives Place to the Bigger, Clearer, 
More Certain Light of a Higher Civilization—Minister Sewall Reads the 
Resolution of Annexation—The Chief Executive of the Little Republic 
Responds—Transfers to the American Representative the Govern- 
ment’s Title to the Public Property and Civil Dominion Over All—Ha- 
waiian Band Plays the National Anthem and the Philadelphia’s Band 
the “Star-Spangled Banner”’—The Cross and Bars of Other Days Give 
Room for “Old Glory’s” Glorious Rays. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—The 
steamer Belgic this evening brought 
the following: 

“HONOLULU, Aug. 12.—At just eight 
minutes to 12o0’clock today the Ha- 
waiian flag was hauled down, and three 
minutes later the Stars and Stripes 
floated over every government building 
in Honolulu. The ceremony was im- 
pressive. The military force taking 
part consisted of the National Guard 
of Hawaii and United States troops 
from the Philadelphia and Mohican, 
with an artillery detachment. 

“The men who lowered the Hawaiian 
flag were Corp. H. A. Killroy and Pri- 
vates O. Winkler and A. Spiller. The 
American flag was raised by J. Ward, 
coxswain of Admiral Miller’s barge; 
G. H. Piatt, gunner’s mate of the 
Philadelphia, and R. Winters, boat- 
swain’s mate of the Mohican. The new 
flag was made at.Mare Island. 


participating 
were President ‘Dole and his Cabinet, 


the justices of the Hawaiian Supreme 
Court, Admiral Miller, Capts. C. H. 
Wadleigh of the Philadelphia and S. 
M. Brooke of the Mohican and their 
staff officers and Coil. Barber of the 
First New York Regiment. 

“Minister Sewall read the resolution 
of annexation. President Dole re- 
sponded, and yielded to the United 
States the sovereignty and public 
property of the islands. The Minister 
then directed Admiral Miller to per- 
form the duty of raising the flag. The 
Hawaiian band played the national 
anthem, and a salute of twenty-one 
guns was fired on shore and repeated 
from the Philadelphia. Then the Ha- 
waiian ensign was hauled down, and 
the United States flag raised, while 
the flagship’s band struck up the “Star 
Spangled Banner.” Minister Sewall 
read a proclamation stating that for the 
present President McKinley directs that 
the civic administration of the islands 
be unchanged. 

“After the ceremonies the Ha- 
waiian National Guard took the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. 
A grand ball at the Executive Build- 
ing wes the concluding event of the 
memorable day. 

“Attorney-General Smith has_ re- 
signed his office. Minister Sewall is 
now acting as special agent of the 
United (States government. Consul- 
General Haywood is still in charge of 
the United States Consulate.” 


PAGAN DARKNESS VANISHES. 


The Kanakas’ Tallow Dip Gives 
Place to Brighter Light. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

HONOLULU, Aug. 12.—[Wired from 
San Francisco, Aug. 22. Exclusive Dis- 
patch] America has garnered ihe first 
fruits of the Spanish war. It was an 
echo of Dewey’s guns that was heard in 
Honolulu teday when one flag went 
down amid a roar of guns and another 
went up with a like salute to take its 
place. As a sight it was most impres- 
sive, not because of the size of the 
crowd, for it was not large, nor for the 
tumult, for all was singularly silent, 
nor for elaborate ceremonial, for the ex- 
ercises were very simple, but because a 
mationality was today snuffed out like 
a spent candle, and a bigger, clearer, 
more certain light was set in its place. 
Some few Hawaiians were there; four 
on the platform reserved for (distin- 
guished folk, where diplomats and 
Cabinet ladies and ministers’ wives 
were seated in the order of their hus- 
band’s prominence. Almost the last 
to come on the platform were several 
native gentlemen and ladies. These 
were all politicians, men who could not 
afford to stay away. There was Kou- 
lakou, the Speaker of the last Hawaiian 
House of Representatives; Counsellor 
of State Kame and his wife, and Circuit 

Before 11:30 o'clock the sharpshoot- 
ers with American flags around their 
hats, and the Citizens’ Guard had ar- 
rive, both organizations composed of 
men who saw service and stoéd shoul- 
der to shoulder in the dark days of a 
puny republic.

were not all so correctly dressed. The 
President and his best men were fol- 
lowed almost immediately by Mr. 
Sewall and Admiral Miller and his 
staff. Just at this time a gentle rain 
was falling, liquid sunshine they call 
it in Hawaii, and a sense of oppres- 
sion grew as the atmosphere became 
heavier and more difficult to breathe. 

Rev. G. L. Pearson of the First Meth- 
odist Church was chosen to make the 
last prayer of the missionary govern- 
ment. He prayed for Hawaii, and es- 
pecially for her native sons and daugh- 
ters. “Be Thou their friend and 
Saviour,” he said, ‘and by Thy provi- 
dential care may all things work to- 
gether for good to them.” 

During the prayer everyone on the 
platform stood, Minister Sewall finger- 
ing restlessly and unconsciously a 
large blue envelope of official appear- 
ance, which he had under his arm. Mr. 
Sewall is a little man with a beetling 
brow, but he stood very straight for 
the occasion, and his voice was the only 
one that carried, The s en- 
velope was transferred from the arm 
of the Minister to that of the Presi- 
dent, who grasped it with agrip like 
death. The President’s voice rose for 
a moment, and the words, “With full 
confidence in the honor, justice and 
friendship of the American people,” 
came out in the clear tones of a bell. 
They were words to make the heart of 
an American thrill. Then the Presi- 
dent’s voice sank to a lawer key, and 
thereafter all went as though it had 
been rehearsed. Minister Sewall took 
up the refrain in recitative. 

“Mr. President,” he said, “in the 
name of the United States I accept 
the transfer of the sovereignty and 
property of the Hawaiian government. 
The admiral commanding the United 
States naval forces in these waters will 
proceed to perform the duty entrusted 
to him.” . 


And so was heralded the great event 
for which everyone had been holding 
the breath and feeling a faint touch of 
qualm like sea-sickmess, with which 
sensitive people await an event that is 
desired, yet dreaded. By this time it 
lacked but six minutes of 12, and the 
quavering strains of “Hawaii Ponoi’’ 
were heard, coming up with but half 
the usual volume. It sounded as the 
voices of the Pilgrim Fathers may 
have when they tried to sing the songs 
of home in a@ far-off land, or as home- 
sick travellers sing ‘Home, Sweet 
Home,” on distant shores. There was 
a sob and heartbreak in it, and before 
the end came an almost complete break- 
down. Even the leader’s baton was 
moving through a mist of tears, for he 
had written the music years before, and 
the memory of the times when he haG@ 
played it wushed over him with irresist- 
able force. 

At the moment when the tension was 
so great that it could not be borne an 
instant longer, Admiral Miller ncdded 
to Lieut. Winternalter, who gave the 
order, “Colors, roll off,”’ and the cheery 
American bugles cut the air. It wasa 
tremendous relief. Then the well- 
loved trains of ‘‘ITIhe Star Spangled 
Banner” came from the Philadelphia's 
band, and everyone who knew the 
words hoped from the depth of a fer- 
vent heart that this banner might wave 
over territory that should bein reality 
the land of the free and the home of 
the brave. 

The American flag that was by this 
time climbing to its lofty position was 
an immense piece of bunting: what is 
known im navy parlance as No. 1 regu- 
lation. It was thirty feet long and 
eighteen feet wide, and as it went up 
the halyards it seemed to cover and 
protect the entire front of the building. 
During the present War we have all 
seem the flag when it incant much to us, 
but it had never meant so much, aor 
seemed so great and worthy @ ching as 
it-was when it rose to its new place in 
the firmament. 

Almost simultaneous with the rais- 
ing of the official flag, its smaller 
brethren were run to their places on 
side towers, and again we heard the 
salute of guns to the new sovereignty,

Why England is So Ducedly Cordial 
to Us Americans, 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TDIES.) 
LONDON, Aug. 22.—[({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) It is time that a plain state- 
ment should be made of the reasons 
why Americans who are still anti- 
English in their sympathies are in fa- 
vor of American coiperation with 
Great Britain in the grave interna- 
tional crisis which confronts the world. 
The sudden disappearance of animosi- 
ties which two years ago were hot, and 
the -substitution of an apparent cor- 
diality, which is all but, unanimous, 
are not to be explained by the merely 
benvolent neutrality which the British 
government has manifested toward the 
United States during the war with 
Spain. There are other and more pot- 
ent, if also more sordid, motives on 
both sides than platonic friendship and 
gratitude 
The almost maudlin raptures of 
France under the calculating blandish- 
ments of Russia furnished suffi- 
ciently conspicuous example of reward 
to be gained sometimes by flattering a 
nation’s vanity. There never has been 
and there never will be any nonsense 
of this sort between the United States 
and Great Britain. Englishmen, as a 
people, are incapable of real affection 
for any other country or countrymen 


than their own, and it is no disparage- 
ment of them to say 80. 


the aid of American influence can grave 
disasters to the prestige and prosperity 
of the British empire be averted. 
Moreover, England is willing “to pay 
what she considers to be a fair price 
for necessary coOperation.

Ambassador Hay’srecall to Washington 


to accept the post of Secretary of State 
is due to his. special fitness to carry 
out a policy, in regard to which nego- 
tiations have been proceeding for some 
time between Washington and Lon- 
don, and upon which a substantial 
agreement has been reached, whereby 
the two countries will act together in 
the Far East, or wherever American 
and British interests are identical. 
There is no intention of binding the 
nations in an alliance. Each is to be 
free to pursue its own destinies in its 
own Way, but the governments will act 
together diplomatically where their 
common interests are concerned.” 
NO ENTANGLING ALLIANCES.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—It was 
stated in an authoritative quarter to- 
day that the choice of Mr. Hay was 
due solely to his general fitness for 
the position, and this without refer- 
ence to or consideration of the Chi- 
nese question.

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Capital City is seetn- 
ing with excitement tonight. Repub- 
lican hosts have been gathering all day 
long, and every incoming train has 
brought hundreds to swell the crowds 
already here. Every man is an ardent 
partisan of some of the numerous can- 
didates, but above all personal inter- 
ests is the universal and dominating 
enthusiasm for Republican success. 

In marked contrast with the apathy 
and. listlessness which marked _ the 
Democratic convention last week is 
the eager and confident expectation 
with which assembled Republicans are 
looking forward to the campaign, as- 
sured that it will bring victory. The 
arrival of the Los Angeles delegation 
this morning was the occasion of a 
demonstration for Henry T. Gage, 
which effectually silenced all rumors 
of defections from his column. 

Seven sleepers, decorated with 
streamers, brought the delegates, 
every man wearing a yellow badge, 
with the inscription, “Henry T. Gage 
for Governor.” The delegation formed 
in line at the depot aud marched to 
the Golden Eagle Hotel, the column 
headed by a silken banner beari the 
name of the Southland’s candidate. 
Every man in the column was cheer- 
ing wildly for Gage, and their enthu- 
siasm found a ready response among 
the throngs that lined the sidewalks. 
When the Golden Eagle was reached, 
the Gage forces took hold by storm, and 
the halls and lobbies rang with cheers 
for California’s next Governor. 

The enthusiasm of the Gage forces 
bubbled and effervesced all the after- 
noon, and finally boiled over once more 
early this evening.

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 22.—

enth California Regiment, which 
has waited so long and patiently to 
be sent to the front, will receive 
orders tomorrow from Brig.-Gen. 
Miller to embark next Saturday for 
Honolulu upon two of the returned 
transports of the First Philippine 
expedition, the Australia and the 
City of Sydney. Pursuantto Gen. 
Merriam’s verbal order to Gen. 
Miller, just before Merriam left for 
Honolulu Saturday, the Seventh 
Regiment has been given thé pref- 
erence over other commands now 
here. 

The capacity of the two vessels 
together isscarcely greater than is 
needed by the regiment. The City of 
Sydney will carry 670 men, and the 
Australia 700, oratotal of 1307. 
The present strengh of the Sey- 
enth is 1326 officers and men. 
This number will be slightly di- 
minished by the leaving behind of 
the regiment’s sick. Gen. Miller 
yesterday issued the following or- 
der to have recalled those of the 
Seventh who are away on leave, 
and to hurry the equipment of the 
regiment:

Candidates Galore Receiving Much

ticket. Sacramento tonight fairly 
swarms with delegates, visiting Repub- | 
licans and candidates, The feeling is 
No previous cam- 
paign in the political history of Cali- 
fornia has opened with so marked 
a feeling among Republicans, of con- 
fidence in victory as is witnessed today. 
The utmost harmony is manifested | 
among the leaders, and the absence of | 
anything like a slate is attested by 
the large number of candidates in 
the field and the spirited canvas they 
are making. No less than a dozen dis- 
tinguished citizens are striving either 
directly or indirectly, for the honor of 
being placed at the head of the ticket. 
Henry Gage, a Los Angeles lawyer, is 
in the lead. He is a native of New 
York, Geneva being his birthplace. 
He came to this State at the age of 
15, and, though he has never held a 
public office, has been prominent in 


today it became clear that the strug- 

gie will be confined to Gage, Pardee and 
wn, with the chances largely in 
favor of the first named. 

There are eleven candidates up for 
the two vacancies on the Supreme 
bench, and from two to five candidates, 
for “every other place on the State 
ticket, except those of Controller, and 
Surveyor-General, the incumbents of 
which, E. P. Colgan and M. J. Wright, 
enjoy a clear field for renomination. 

It is reported that a strong plank 
in favor of holding the Philippines, and 
another favoring a modification of the 
Civil-service law,\ will be incorporated 
in the platform:

Their managers, however, refuse, when 
approached, to give the public the re- 
turns upon which they rely for the 
Victory. 

Wherever one turns in the densely- 
thronged corridors on the sidewalks or 
out beyond the curb line in the multi- 
tude filling the streets, he hears that 
the die is cast for Gage and that the 
Los Angelefio will win hands down. 
There are no shouters with his name 
on their tongues, no vaunting, no 
wagering. It is the drift which quiet- 
spoken men ask you to observe, and 
they tell you that every wind and cur- 
rent is carrying Gage to his triumph. 
The visible signs are few. There has 
been no flowing out of Gage ribbons. 
Those orange-colored badges worn by 
the members of the Los Angeles dele- 
gation are like little flecks of gold in 
in boulder of quartz. The boulders, 
however, may assay high when sub- 
jected to the crucial test of a conven- 
tion roll call. 

To reach the noise zone it is neces- 
sary to mingle with the Pardee men. 
The Alameda people give free vent to 
their enthusiasm. If the nomination 
can be achieved by animation, sound 
and fury, a motion to make Dr. Par- 
dee’s nomination unanimous is all that 
is lacking. His white badges have been 
generously distributed, and are every- 
where in sight. Some young men from 
Oakland arrived this morning, and to- 
night were reinforced by a hundred or 
more who marched up K street behind 
a band, waved flags, shouted Pardee 
battle cries and heated the Warm air 
with their jubilant cheers.

The promise of a sen- 
sation is based on alleged startling 
revelations to be presented to the Com- 
mittee on Credentials by the Good 
Government Club of San José, in the 
shape of affidavits reciting dark and 
devious ways at the San José pri- 
maries. As the contestants have no 
regular standing as a Republican or- 
ganization, their protests are almost 
certain to pass unheeded. 

The Alameda delegation has decided 
to vote for Pardee until he says quit, 
and thereafter throw their full strength 
in any direction he may elect. 

The Los Angeles delegates say that 
W. H. Clarke has not withdrawn his 
candidacy for Supreme Justice, and 
that they have eighty-nine votes to 
cast solidly for him. Frank Short sent 
a dispatch to Arthur Levinsky today 
that he could not serve as chairman, 
and that he had never aspired to such 
an honor. This leaves the field open 
to Levinsky, providing Jacob Neff de- 
clines the honor. 

R. J. Waters of Los Angeles will re- 
ceive the vote of the entire delegation 
for Congress, in the Sixth District. 
Judge Edward Sweeney will be stp- 
ported for Justice of the Supreme 
Court by his friends of the Second Sen- 
atorial District. 

There is no coherence as yet in the 
San Francisco delegation, though the 
leaders are said to be striving to unite 
on one candidate after the first ballot. 
The pull is being exerted in favor of 
Gage. It is reported that one of the 
leaders was asked this morning to show 
down his hand.. He had claimed the 
power to deliver forty votes as a 
straight trading proposition. When 
the time came for a show-down, he 
could count on eighteen only. 

This morning the Alameda delega- 
tion visited Gage’s headquarters and 
gave three cheers for the Los Angeles 
candidate.

Rallroad Receivership Statistics. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22?.—From 
summaries which will appear in the 


tenth statistical report from the In- 


.-terstate Commerce: 
John H. Dickinson, who la | 


pared by its statistician, the following 
advance figures‘are obtained: June 3, 
1897. there were 128 roads in the hands 
‘of receivers. These roads operated a 
mileage of 17,861 miles, the mileage 
owned by them being 14,894 miles. 
| These figures, as compared with those 
of 1896 show that there was a net de- 
crease of 12,614 miles in mileage op- 
erated, and 8622 miles in mileage 
.owned by roads in the charge of re- 
_ceivers. During the year ending June 
30, 1897, fifty-qne roads were removed 
from the control of receivers, and 
28 roads were placed under their man- 
agement. The total railway mileage 
in the United States was 184,428 miles, 
there being an increase of 1651 miles, 
jor 90 per cent., during the year.

MARY FITZPATRICK Bos- 
ton, widow, aged 70. 

MRS. C. H. FRYE of Revere. 

Unidentified woman, thought to be 
Mrs. C. H. Bristol of Winthrop. 

The bodies of the victims were re- 
moved to Stoughton today. 

The identification of the body of Mrs. 
Frye and the woman thought to be 
Mrs, Bristol was delayed and rendered 
difficult by the fact that both Mr. Frye 
and Mr. Bristol were among the in- 
jured, and were taken to Boston last 
night. 

The number of injured is still unde- 
termined, owing to the fact that many 
who were hurt were able to go to their 
homes for treatment, while others, who 
received medical treatment near the 
wreckage, .were only slightly injured. 
It is thought that not more than twelve 
or fifteen can be included among those 
seriously injured. Seven of them were 
taken to the Boston hospital. A list is 
as follows: 

E. D. BRISTOL, aged 53, Winthrop, 
left lee crushed; amputation probably 
necessary.

KNOWS THE CRIMINAL. 


ATTY.-GEN. WHITE FATHOMS THE 
DUNNING POISONING CASE. 


The Delaware Official Has Ordered 
the Arrest of One or More 
Women in Califarnia—Mrs. Bot- 
kin’s Husband Champions Her 
Case.

DOVER (Del.,) Aug. 22.—Atty-Gen. 
White said this afternoon that he is al- 
mcst satisfied as to who is responsible 
for the murder of Mrs. J. B. Deane and 
Mrs, J. P. Dunning, and it is his inten- 
tion to order the arrest of one woman 
and probably two in San Francisco, 
He sent telegrams to San Francisco 
today, and said he would probably be 
advised of one or more arrests being 
made before night. Atty.-Gen. White 
said he would have a talk with J. P. 
Dunning later in the day. One of the 
State detectives will probably be sent 
to San Francisco in a day or two, Mr. 
White has decided not to have the bod- 
ies of Mrs. Deane and Mrs. Dunning 
exhumed. He said it would not be 
necessary. He believes he hag enough 
evidence to convict the guilty party. 

A rumor was current here today to 
the effect that a Dover woman was sus- 


pected, but Mr. White said he has no} 


such suspicion; neither has members 
of Mr. Pennington’s family. In speak- 
ing about the arrests to be made in 
California, Mr. White declined to say 
what charge would be preferred against 
the woman or women. It is understood 
that at least two women are suspected 
of knowing something about the case. 
Mr. White said he was pretty sure of 
the murderer last Friday, and he be- 
lieves he now knows the names of the 
suspects.

EXPECTS THEIR SUPPORT 


QUEEN AND GOVERNMENT CALL ON 
THE ARMY IN CUBA, 


Want Them to Preserve Order—Gen, 
Garcia’s Second Resignation is 
Accepted—Bermudez,the Guerilla 
Chief, Shot for Insubordination, 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

HAVANA, Aug. 2..—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Calixto Garcia, the insurgent 
leader, who had trouble with Gen. 
Shafter at Santiago, and tendered his 
resignation to the insurgent govern- 
ment, is now at Gibara. He has handed 
in his resignation for a second time, 
and it has been accepted. Gen. Luque 
was preparing to attack Gibara when 
the news of peace arrived. 

A general order to the army pub- 
lished today, says that Gen. Correa, 
Minister of War, sent the following 
cable dispatch from Madrid yesterday: 
“The Queen and the government hav- 
ing been informed of the excited feel- 
ing in this long-suffering army, count 
absolutely on the continuance of its 


public authorities to carry out their 
designs for good country. They will 
not be sparing in showing their grati- 
tude to It, which is expressed in gen- 
eral orders to the army for its satis- 
faction.”’ 

Gen. Pando, chief of staff of the 
army, has arrived here from Mexico. 
Provisions are coming in, but are still 
scarce. In the country districts alone 
are there any troubles. In some parts 
there are reports of uprisings. The 
guerrilla chief Bermudez, is said to 
have been shot at Las Villas for in- 
subordination. It is also asserted that 
Rodriguez has been shot by mistake. 

MERRITT’S INSTRUCTIONS. 
[BY DIRBCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] ‘The administration has 
taken step to majmtain firmly its pres- 
ent military position in the Philippines 
in view of the possibility that the peace 
negotiations of the Paris tribunal will 
be dragged out for several months. 

No more troops will be sent to Manila 
until the conclusion of the deliberations 
of the commission, but the present 
force under Merritt will mot be dimin- 
ished. The Secretary of War and the 
Adjutant-General of the anmy, both 
authorized the statement today that no 
further expeditions would be sent from 
the Pacific Coast, and that Merritt’s 
army will not be increaed in any way 
until the conclusion of negotiations for 
permament peace with Spain. Definite 
advices have been received from Mer- 
ritt, which led to the decision yester- 
day to withhold further shipments of 
troops. 

A dispatch received by the War De- 
partment from Merritt Saturday even- 
ing informing the administration of the 
terms of surrender was followed by a 
second, in which the general told the 
government that no more troops were 
needed. He was instructed to use his 
own judgment about the disposition of 
troops, but was advised that it woulda 
be best under the present uncertain 
condition of affairs, to send none of 
them back to the United States. In 
short, he was told‘to hold on ‘in the 
Philippines. His instructions as to the 
general disposition of his force was as 
explicit and firm as were the orders 
from the President a few days ago to 
have no joint occupation of Manila 
with the insurgents. The subsistence 
of the army has been well provided 
for, and it is said by the subsistence 
department that Merritts commana 
now has enough fresh beef and Weg- 
etables on hand to last three months. 

DDWEY’S DIFRICULT TASK. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 

NDW YORK, Aug. 23.—[Exciusive 
Dispatch.) A letter from Cavite to the 
Sun, written before tne late bombard- 
ment, of Manila, and telegraphed to- 
night from San Francisco says: 

“It is more than doubtful if the 
gravity of Admiral Dewey’s position or 
the seriousness and delicacy of the 
work he has had to do has been under- 
stood at home. Sitting on the quarter- 
Pdeck of the flagship Olympia the other 
afternoon he pointed out toward the 
wrecks of the Reina Cristina, Castilla 
and Ulloa, lying awash off Point Sang- 
lei, and he said: ‘The little fight out 
there was one of the least difficult 
things I have had to do here.’ Then 
he looked over at the four or five Ger- 
man warships lying close in to Manila 
and said: ‘Before I left Washington 
to come here, they promised me that 
if there was any trouble I should have 
the Oregon. I wish she were here 
now.’ ‘We shall be glad enough to see 
the Monterey,’ he added after a min- 
ute. ‘I warrant she will get cheering 
when she comes in.’ ”’ 

WHOLE OR NONE?

SETTLE THEM QUICKLY.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] If the Spanish peace com~- 
missioners are preparing to bring be- 
fore the Paris meeting any such papers 
as they are reported from Madrid to 
be preparing, they will find that their 
statement of the case to be considered 
will be somewhat unlike that of the 
American peace commissioners. The 
Department of State is disinclined to 
accept the reports of the Spanish in- 
tentions as being authorized. 

If they have any basis of truth, the 
commissioners for Spain will at once 
discover that they have brought with 
them a lot of propositions that must 
at once be swept aside as having been 
already determined. Little quibbles 
about the property of Spain in public 
buildings being retained, unless paid 
for by the captor, are held to be too 
Spanish for a moment’s serious consid- 
eration. About the private property 
held by Spaniards there will be no dis- 
pute at all. That will be just as see 
cure as American protection can make 
it, and just as secure in case of Cuban 
ownership as in that of Spanish owne- 
ership. 

It is considered remarkable, as re- 
vealing the poverty and false pride of 
the Spanish nation, that while friends 
of the ministry are putting forth these 
reports indicating a disposition to as- 
sert property rights for Spain in Cuba, 
the nation is permitting the United 
States to pay the bill for getting her 
own soldiers back to their homes, and 
disregarding utterly the request of the 
Navy Department that the sailor pris- 
oners, taken with Cervera, be trans- 
ported back to their homes. Instead 
of promptly jumping at a chance to 
release these men, intimations have 
been sent to the department that they 
are not considered of much conse- 
quence, and there is no haste to re- 
cover them. 

Peace propositions to be submitted 
for the United States, including unde- 
veloped the policy of the Philippines, 
will, it is asserted by a State Depart- 
ment officer, be so clear and strong that 
the trivialities of the Spanish reply, if 
it is at all like the newspaper’s fore- 
casts of it, sound very funny and im- 
material. But it is expected that the 
showbills will be more entertaining 
than the performance. 

URGING RESISTANCE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MADRID, Aug. 22, 8 p.m.—The opposition 
parties, supported by the press and public 
opinion, are urging the government to resist 
the American pretensions in the Philippines. 
The belief is general that Germany, Russia

HOSPITAL SHIP MISSOURI.

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—Under orders 
from the War Department the hospital 
ship Missouri must sail for Santiago 
tonight. She will carry nine surgeons, 
forty hospital-corps men, ten trained 
male nurses, two hospital stewards and 
eighteen stragglers of the Eighteenth 
Illinois (colored) Volunteers. The Mis- 
souri will bring back those sick men 
not afflicted with infectious fever.

AUXILIARY NAVY. 


Plans Under Which it Was 


Maintained. 
tA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The United 
States auxiliary naval, force, which 
a week ago consisted of forty-one ves- 
sels in commission, says a Washington 
correspondent of the Tribune, was 
reduced to twenty-five vesseis yester- 
day, and by the end of next week it 
will have disappeared altogether until 
another war shall call it into service. 
During the period of hostilities with 
Spain this line of naval defenses has 
had no popular opportunity to demon- 
strate its efficiency, although the work 
of naval officers charged with keeping 
a ‘lookout for the enemy, has gone far 
to prove how indespensible it would 
have been, had the Atlantic coast been 
menaced by attack. 

As a result of the experience gained 
by the combination of the auxiliary 
force and the coast line signal sys- 
tem, it will be possible, if a foreign 
invasion of this country iS hereafter 
contemplated, to provide speedily for 
the mobilization of an effective system 
of defense. 

When Capt. John R. Bartlett was 
put in command of the auxiliary naval 
forces on July 9, he proceeded energeti- 
cally to get all its vessels promptly 
into commission, and to organize the 
force on the basis which was intended 
by the framers of the joint resolution 
which created it. The force was dis- 
tributed in nine districts, six on the 
Atlantic coast, two on the Gulf, and 
one on the Pacific, and the complete 
organization was perfected in a sin- 
gle month. 

Under the original plan, the assist- 
ants to the chief_in the various dis- 
iricts were to officers from the

below. Several of the vessels are al- 
ready getting ready for the new duty 
and will be on the way south in the 
course of a week,

SAD HOME-COMING OF HAWAII 
 ‘'PHRONELESS QUEEN. 


lilMuokalani Welcomed by the Con. 
servative Native Element in 
the Islands, 


BARBARIC FEUDAL HOMAGE. 


THE EX-QUEEN’SAID TO BE SUF- 
FERING FROM CANCER, 


General Indifference to Annexation 
Among the Native Population. 
One View of the Political 
Situation in Honolulu, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 


HONOLULU, Aug. 4.—The homecom- 
ing of a throneless queen is more in 
the nature of a funeral than a fete, but 
there was that about the return of the 
deposed Liliuokalani to her lost king- 
dom that impressed everyone who 
witnessed it beyond the power of time 
to eliminate. Hundreds of natives 
greeted her at wharf and home, native 
Honolulu relapsed for a night into 
the barbarianism from which it sprung 
and the civilization of years slipped 
away like a mantle. Liliuokalani had 
come to her own again and her people 
welcomed her from their hearts, with 
nothing of lip service. The Gaelic, on 
which Liliuokalani was known to have 
sailed, was sighted after midnight of 
August 1, off Koko Head. Once before 
the natives prepared to welcome her 
and she did not come, but undeterred 
by the disappointment, many of them 
thronged to the deserted dock and 
. made ready to welcome the woman who 
is still a chieftainess to them. 

Thew hites who might have scoffed 
remained to wonder at the simple 
dignity and fervor of the welcome—the 
feudal homage of it all, and those 
who had- thought that Liliuokalani was 
not loved by her people had their 
doubts forever put at rest. 

All the surroundings of the Queen’s 
arrival were most romantic, an ideal 
island night, with a purple midnight 
sky, lit by stars and shaded with clouds, 
the full moon occasionally spilling its 
light over the edges of great embank- 
ments of cloud. It was 2 o’clock in the 
morning of August 2, before the Gaelic 
docked, yet every passenger was on 
deck, for queerfs do not land every 
night. It was some time before Lili- 
oukalani appeared on the arm of Prince 
David, but she swept down the gang- 
plank as regally as though she were 
again in the throne room of Iolani Pal- 
ace. Not a sound greeted her. Na- 
tives and white royalists of promin- 
ence stood with bared head, and most 
of the women were weeping quietly, 
but no one uttered a word until the 
Queen herself broke the spell by greet- 
ing them with an affectionate ‘‘Aloha,”’ 
which means much from her lips. The 
respanse was quick and fervid. A cho- 
rus of alohas went up to her and a 
very old woman in the throng burst 
into the wild and barbaric chant of 
the olioli, in which she sang the praises 
and prowess of the Queen’s ancestors. 

The Princess Kaiulani was awaiting 
in her carriage with its pair of white 
horses and there was a brisk drive to 
the private residence of the Queen. It

Mea4while political clubs continue to 
form and declare themselves. A large 
Republican club in Hilo, the city of 
second size in the islands, has declared 
in favor of the franchise for all Ha- 
Waiians and Hawaiian-born Europeans, 
The most prominent club of natives 
has declared that since annexation is 
assured, good Hawaiians must now be- 
come good Americans. 


Some excitement was caused last 
week by the distribution of 200 par- 
dons to those who took part on the los- 
ing side of the many revolutions. Only 
one man refused his pardon, John 
Adams Cummins, a prominent Royal- 
ist and half-white, and Minister of 
Foreign Affairs under Kalakaua, who 
was the only man to pay his fine, will 
sue the republic for the amount, $5000. 


These pardons restore to full civil 
rights, and are a wiping-out of old 
scores. 


The real trouble will come, however, 
when the question of the franchise 
comes up. All over the islands, except 
in Honolulu, the whites appear to wish 
to do justice to the natives. In Hono- 
lulu, the bigotry and cant of the “fam- 
ily compact,” will make justice diffi- 
cult. The question will be bitterly 
fought on both sides.. 


At noon on August 3 the Philadel- 
phia arrived, having made a quick trip 
of six days and twenty hours from San 
Francisco. All Honolulu turned out to 
see her come in, but the crowd seemed 
to be merely curiosity seekers, and not 
at all enthusiastic. All the annexation- 
ists must have been in the government 
tug, for that was the only place where 
there was any cheering. Not a single 
cheer broke the quiet of the dock Not 
a hat was raised nor a handkerchief 
waved. Many prominent royalists re- 
mained within doors, and all those who 
appeared wore bright orange leis to 
show their unwavering loyalty, while 
many wept when the Philadelphia sa- 
luted the Hawaiian flag for the last 
time. Except for the Americans, it was 
a melancholy assemblage. The natives 
formed a sorrowful background—sig- 
nificant as the background of Ameri- 
can Indians in all the pictures of Puri- 
tan zeal and piety, for, like the Puri- 
tans, the American missionaries in Ha- 
waii first fell upon their knees and 
then upon the aborigines. Nothing 
more completely demonstrated the en- 
tire lack of any popular enthusiasm 
for annexation in Hawaii than the ut- 
ter indifference with which the Phila- 


delphia was received, as also the Gaelic’ 


and the Alameda, when they brought 
the news of annexation. Nobody seems 
to care the turn of an eyelash, except 
a little knot of office-holders and jsland 


politicians. 


The Philadelphia made a _ pretty 
sight as she threaded the narrow chan- 
nel, the violet smoke pouring from her 
leaden sides as she saluted, the ma- 
rines marching upon her deck, and the 
admiral who has had a dozen flagships 
in as many months, on her bridge. 
Presently a boat shot out, manned by 
blue jackets in white, with an officer 
in the stern. The admiral was paying 
his respects to the American Minister 
and President Dole, and the formal 
business of annexation had commenced, 
No date for the flag-raising has been 
announced.

DANGER IS PAST. 


ARE QUENCHED 
DISPELLED. 


FOREST. FIRES 
AND SMOKE 


After Days of Hard Fighting the 
Flames in the Motntain Water- 
sheds Have Been Overcome, 
Tired Workers Tell of the Battle 
in Sierra Madre. 


The northern skies are clear d@ain. 
Of the heavy Clouds of smoke, which 
have estretched for miles and miles 
over the mountains fof several days, 
only a few faint, puffs remained at 
sundown last night: People returning 
from the various-camps, and the 
headquarters of the fighting ferces, say 
the fire undoubtédly is under control. 

When the torches began to flame up 
on the nearer sides of the mountains 


Sunday night, the situation looked 
very serious indeed,. and there were 
many anxious watchers in the city 


through the night. The worst is over 
now, though the fight .is still going 
on at the west end of the line. The 
ravaged territory is confined to about 
forty-five square miles. 

Monday forenoon, Superintendent of 
Forest Reserves. Newhall came. down 
on a burro from Wilson's Peak Park. 
His first move. was to confer with the 
managers of the Mt. Lowe road and 
see just what had been done by them 
in his absence inthe more. easterly 
region. Receiver Torrance reported 
that the employés of the railway had 
worked until they were completely 
tired out, so in accordance with a 
telephone message? from Mr. Newhall, 
he had secured and sent up to Alpine 
Tavern ten men to take their laces. 
The chief effort of this squa was 
to prevent the flames from. crossing 
the divide between Bear and Eaton's 
cafions, and by’ the hardest kind of 
fighting. by watching the embers as 
they fell into Eaton’s Cafion, then fol- 
lowing them up and extinguishing 
them, the fire was Kept on the west 
side of Eaton’s Cafion. Owing to the 
location of the head of this cafion, 
and the fact that it is filled with a 
very heavy growth of timber, the stop- 
ping of the flames at the divide means 
more than words can tell. Not only 
would the Mt. Lowe preserves, to- 
gether with the two hotels, the ob- 
servatory and all the other buildings 
have been in actual danger, but the wa- 
tershed to the east of Pasadena would 
have suffered inestimable damage. 

Ranger Thomas, who is in charge of 
the force in the West Fork of the 
San Gabriel Cafion, reported last even- 
ing that the fire was under control 
there. He had nothing more to add 
except that the extra ten men sent 
up to relieve those who had been 
fighting for two days and nights, had 
been put on guard, simply to hold in 
check any flames which might spring 
up from smoldering embers. The 
chaparral is so thick in the cafions 
that it is not safe to leave the fire even 
after it is under control, for several 
days. A strong wind might at any 
moment cause another blaze. The 
main fire ‘at the present time is in 
the Arroyo Seco, many miles north of 
Pasadena. 

Superintendent Newhall received a 
letter yesterday morning, from Agent 
Montgomery, who has charge of the 
men in the Arroyo section, stating 
that they were tired out, and asking 
for help. He stated that his force was 
so far from the base of supplies that 
several packers had to be Kept on the 
trail between where the men were 
working, and the end of the wagon 
road in the Arroyo Seco, most of the 
time. From the end of the wagon trail 
all the provisions had to be carried 
on burros, and men had to drive the 
burros to and from the wagon trail.

was here, at Washington Place, that 
the real welcome of the night took 
place. In spite of the hour, all of the 
ueen’s old retainers were gathered 
thin the spacious grounds of the 
ace.

alone at a plain deal table, while na- 
tive girls waved kahilis of white 
feathers slowly above her head. Her 
supper ended, the Queen received her 
retainers. At the veranda, out side 
the door, they fell on their knees, and, 
still kneeling, crawled across the ftoor 
to the Queen’s feet and touched her 
hand with her lips Nearly all of the 
faithful ones were very old, the young 
Hawaiians looking on askance at a 
ceremony which they had _ never 
learned. The old people did it quite 
naturally, and simply, and crawled out 
of their lady’s presence as they went 
in. Many tears fell upon her hand, 
and Liliuokalani’s ewn eyes were not 
always dry. 

Out side, two old women and an old 
man, the saga singers and historians 
of the clan, were singing in melan- 
choly recitative the metrical history of 
the royal family. No one paid any spe- 
cial attention to them, but their sad 
voices aind the wailings of other na- 
tives under the trees made the night 
like one in old Hawaii. There was no 
revelry; it was more like the funeral 
of a chief. The siging kahunas passed 
inte the national war dance—the gen- 
uine hula as it was before foreigners 
corrupted it, and so the night passed. 
with kneeling servitors within, and 
dancing, singing minstrels without. At 
daybreak the natives weresstill cele- 
brating the home-coming in their own 
way. The kukui torches were flaring 
in broad daylight and womer with 
bundles of twigs were sweeping away 
the flowers that had been scattered in 
the pathway of the throneless Queen. 

Liliuokalani says that she is satis- 
fied with annexation—indeed, glad of 
it. She expects justice at the hands 
of the American people,and thinks that 
she has a better chance to recover the 
~trown Jands.from.the.Americans than 
from the Hawaiian republic. 

It is a fact admitted by the Queen's 
closest friends that she kas 1 cancer 
in the chords of the neck. Cancer 
runs in the family. There are rumors 
of leprosy, but they are said to be 
groundless. The Queen looks | very 
well, and no one would suspect her of 
having an incurable disease.

MOREY IS RELEASED. 


The Evidence Given by Russell is 
Considered Untrustworthy.

Lives and Froperty Destroyed. 
CHATPANOOGA (Tenn.,) Aug. 22.—

and wounded seriouely, if not fatally, 
six others.

A La Crescenta Rancher Objects to

No boulevard to Pasadena over the 
Mission road route will be constructed, 
at least, not for the present. At its 
regular session yesterday the City 
Council, after hearing all that’ the 
numerous protestants had to offer 
against the plans as adopted,  sus- 
tained the protests and ordered an 
abandonment of the proceedings. It is 
probable that when the matter is re- 
vived the old fight over the route will 
be renewed, and instead of laying out 
a limited assessment district, the en- 
tire city will be included. 

The new street-sweeping specifica- 
tions have been adopted. They pro- 
vide for the sweeping of the business 
portion of the city by hand, provided 
the bid for that kind of work is low 
enough to be considered. The new con- 
tract will run from November 21 next, 
to June 30, 1901. 

The hitching ordinance has been 
amended so as to include Hill street 
between First and Fifth, in the dis- 
trict in which hitching for a longer 
period than twenty minutes is pro- 
hibited. 

It has been discovered that a portion 
of the new Stimson building at Third 
and Spring streets extends nearly two 
feet into the street. According to the 
opinion of the City Attorney the Coun- 
cil is powerless to grant to the owners 
of the building the right to leave any 
portion of it on the street. The mat- 
ter has been referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

The anti-poker ordinance has been 
referred to a special committee  con- 
sisting of Councilmen Toll, Mathuss 
and Ashman for investigation and re- 
port. 

Mrs. Jennie McNeil and her grand- 
daughter, Vera Nelson, were returned 
to the city from Sacramento, at which 
point they were detained on telegraphic 
instructions from the Sheriff’s office. 
The account that Mrs. McNeil is on 
its face straightforward enough, and 
if she can obtain from Salt Lake City 
a copy of the court record awarding 
the custody of the child, Vera, to her 
father, then the grandmother may win 
her case, as' against the claim of the 
eirl’s mother. 

Mme. Gutierrez has suffered $6000 
worth of damage in her business and 
general reputation by being impris- 
oned for one day in the City Jail, and 
as that indignity was placed upon her 
at the instance of her landlord, E. E. 
Crandall, she asks judgment for that 
amount against him in a suit which 
she began yesterday.

THE PROTESTANTS WIN. 


MISSION ROAD BOULEVARD 
CEEDINGS ABANDONED. 


Limited Assessment Caused This 
Action—Anti-Gambling Ordinance 
Referred—Proceedings of the City 
Council, 


Less than forty minutes were re- 
quired to dispose of all of the busi- 
ness which the City Council had to 
transact at its morning session yester- 
day. The aftermoon sesson, however, 
more than made up for the shortness 
of the morning meeting, and it was 
not until late in the day that the mem- 
bers got through with their work. 

There was only one matter consid- 
ered during the morning session about 
which there was any division or de- 
bate and that was the draft of an or- 
dinance presented some weeks ago 
by Job Harriman, of Socialist-Labor 
fame, intended to suppress gambling 
in the city and being especially di- 
rected against poker-rooms. This ordi- 
nance had been referred to the Board 
of Police Commissioners, but when it 
came up in one of their meetings there 
was no disposition to handle it. The 
commission returned it. to the Council 
without recommendation, and from the 
manner in which some of the members 
shunned it yesterday it would seem 
that the measure is loaded. It was 
first suggested that the matter be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Public 
Morals, but Mr. Grider was instantly 
on his feet at this suggestion, and 
declared that the committee referred 
to had been dead for months, and he 
did not want it revived. He said there 
was no necessity for such a committee 
and as it did not exist, the poker ordi- 
nance could not be sent to it. Fr. Toll 
then moved that it be referred to a 
special committee, composed of the 
members who had former the Public 
Morals Committee. This wocld have 
caught Mr. Grider, and seeing that if 
thg motion prevailed he would have to 
declare himself for or against the 
great American game of draw. he 
again objected on the ground that it 
was not right for the maker of a wo- 
tion to have the naming of any com- 
mittee.

Specifications for the moving of the 
Macy street schoo] building were pre- 
sented by the Building Superintendent 
2s instructed by the Council. They 
were referred to the Comrnittee on Pub- 
lic Buildings. ‘That comeittee will in- 
Struct the City Clerk to advertise for 
bids for the removal of the school. 

The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee ,heretofore published in full, was 
adopted without division. Copies of that 
portion of the report which recommends 
a2 more prompt auditing of bills 
against the city will be delivered to 
each of the heads of city departments 
as the Council has approved of the 
— made by the commit- 
ee. 

The communication from the Board 
of Trade approving the plan suggested, 
by Abbot Kinney for the collection of 
city taxes and the making of city as- 
sessments by county officers, thereby 
doing away with the City Assessor and 
the City Tax and License Collector was 
referred to the Finance Committée and 
the City Attorney, it being stated that 
there were some legal points which 
would prevent the adoption of such a 
plan. 

The communication in which an offer 
was made to sell the city an electric 
patrol was referrerd ta the Board of Po- 
lice Commissiomers. 

Among the requisitions approved by 
the Council was one from the Board 
of Arbitration for telegraph tolls show- 
ing that that board in its effort to se- 
lect a third arbitrator have been using 
the wires freely. The bill was for $10.- 
oo, Of Which $3.66 was for a mesage to 
Engineer Herring of New York. - 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Boulevard Proceedings Abandoned, 
Another Route May He Selected. 
When the Council assembled for its 

afternoon session the lobby was 

crowded. All of the seatS were occu- 
pied, and half a hundred people were 
standing. In the Council chamber 
proper were a score or more of others 
and in the gallery as many more. 

Some of these people had interests in 

the protests against street work which 

were on the day’s programme as spe- 
cial orders of business. Most of them, 
however, appeared in the interest of 
the protests that had been filed against 
the Mission-route boulevard. ‘These 
came with their attorneys, and had all 
of the protestants addressed the Coun- 
cil the session would have been con- 
tinued until this morning. 

The first matter to be taken up at 
the afternoon session was the protest 


of Mrs. Eliza Wilson et al., and 
James Moses and others against the 


confirmation of the report of the com- 
missioners on the opening of an alley 
from Fourth to Fifth street, between 
Broadway and Hill. As soon as this 
matter was called up, E. T. Dunning 
requested that the hearing be _ post- 
poned for one week on account of the 
absence of his partner, Judge Dillon, 
who was familiar with the matter, and 
who represented the interests of Mr. 
Moses. Mr. Grider moved that the 
postponement requested be granted, 
but at this Judge Lamme objected. He 
represented the Mueller property, and 
wanted an immediate settlement of the 
matter. He made a speech, in which 
he contended that the whole reason 
for the delay, and what had caused 
the protest, was a difference in the 
assessments of damages and benefits. 
He said his client was ready, willing 
and anxious to pay the assessment 
levied against the property, but he 
Wanted the matter settled so that if 
there was to be an aJley it would be 
secured at once. He wanted an alley, 
he declared, and not a mere tunnel.

When this report had been read an 
opportunity was given those who 
wished to speak on the subject an_op- 
portunity to address the Council. os B. 
Hunter was the first to speak. He 
urged the Council to change ihe plan 
of assessing a given district for the 
improvement and insisted that the work 
was of such magnitude and such gen- 
eral benefit that it was but just that 
the whole city be assessed. He eaid 
the people of the East side had voted 
for tunnels amd would be willing when 
the time came to assist in paying for a 
boulevard to Santa Monica, but it was 
not right to saddle upon them the em- 
tire expense of this work. The crowded 
lobby applauded his speech when he 
finished. Rn. J. Adcock was the next 
speaker. He spoke for twenty min- 
utes, using muchthe same arguments as 
the first speaker. He, too, insisted that 
the entire city be assessed for the 
boulevard. 

Instead of making am address, Mr. 
Burns put a few questions to the City 
Engineer which did more for the pro- 
testants than a most eloquent address 
would have done. As a result of his 
questions it was shown to the Council 
that the cost included in the City En- 
gineer’s estimate included only the tak- 
ing of property and the opening of the 
route. The building of the necessary 
viaducts, the grading,  sidewalking, 
curbing and otherwise improving the 
roadway after the property had been 
taken was shown to be the greatest part 
of the cost. In response to the ques- 
tions of Mr. Burms and of Councilman 
Baker theCity Engineer stated that the 
cost of the viaduct would be about $75,- 
000 and the grading cost would be at 
least that much more. Asked what the 
total cost of the completed boulevard 
would be Gity Emgineer Dockweiler 
stated that it would be abcait $225,000. 
He was unable to say how this money 
was to be raised as that was a matter 
for the Council to decide. He said it 
had been the custom for the Council to 
pay the expenses of building bridges 
from the general fand or to issue bonds 
for the purpose. It was admitted that 
no more bonds could be issued for this 
purpose,

Acting President Nickell called Mr. 
Toll to the chair and after a strcomg 
speech against the present plan of a 
boulevard he moved that the proceed- 
ings be abandoned, and that the matter 
be referred to the Board of Public 
Works to submit a proposition for the 
levying of an assessment against the 
entire city or to provide for the issuance 
of bonds. Mr. Baker amended the mo- 
tion so as to provide for the abandon- 
ment of the proceedings without refer- 
ence to the Board af Public Works, as 
prayed forin the protests. Mr. Nickell 
accepted the amendments, but beforethe 
vote was taken Milton Carlson secured 
the floor and objected to this disposition 
of the matter. He was seemingly un- 
der the impression that the abandon- 
ment of the proceedings would result in 
the loss to the city of all that had been 
expended in securing maps, descriptions 
of lands, making surveys, ete. After 
his speech it was explained to him that 
the results of the work dome for the 
boulevard and for which the city had 
paid nearly $900 were still available, and 
the matter could be taken up at any 
time. It was shown tim that the 
abandonment of the pfesent procedings 
Was necessary before any change in 
the manner of making the assessments 
could be made. The motion was then 
put to a vote and was adopted unani- 
mously and the proceedings were de- 
clared abandonesi. 

The protest of W. C. Parker et al 
against the acts of the Street Syperin- 
tendent in issuing his assessment war- 
rant for theseweringof Central avenue, 
between Eighth and Ninth streets, was 
next called... None of the protestants 
appeared and the protest was denied. 

The hearing of the protest against 
the proposed opening and widening of 
Marchessault street was postponed un- 
til October 3, at which time the pro- 
tests against the widening of Buena 
Vista street is set for hearing. 

A COSTLY MISTAKE, 
a communication from the 
of the Stimson estate the atten- 
tion of the Council was called to the 
fact that it has been discovered that 
the pilasters of the new Stimson build- 
ing now in the course of erection at 
Third and Spring streets, extend nearly 
two feet into the street. This discovery 
was not made until too late to alter 
the plans, and when it was learned 
by the Building Superintendent that a 
portion of the street was to be occu- 
pier by the building, he stopped the 
work. The executors of the estate 
applied for such relief as the Council 
could give them. Architect Reed ap- 
peared on behalf of the petitioners and 
explained that there was no disposi- 
tion on their part to violate the law 
and no objection would be offered if the 
Council insisted upon a change in the 
plans.

This was something that 
the Council had not expected, and the 
members did mot ‘know ’what to ds 
about it. They could only order. the 
removal of the ‘extending prtion of the 
building or else wink at the violation 
of the law. It wags: finally decided to 
refer the matter to the Board of Pub- 
lic Works though for what reason none 
of the members knew. In this connec- 
tion Street Superintendent Drain filed 
the following official notification of,.the 
matter which he nad received = from 
Building Superintendent Stratton. It 
was passed among the Councilmen, 
but none of them could give any idea 
of. what it meant. It was addressed to 
Mr. Drain personally and not officially, 
and bears what purports to be the sig- 
nature af the Building Superintendent: 

“In.the abundance of caution will 
you ascertain if the general construc- 
tion of the Douglas building is in front 
of the property line on 2rd st.” 

The communication was filed among 
the papers of the Council. 

Mr. Toll presented an ordinance for 
the abandonment of the zanja on West 
Adams street west of Hoover. This 
had been petitioned for by the prop- 
erty-owners on that street, and as the 
construction of a number of tHuildings 
dependéd upon-.prompt action, the mat- 
ter did not go to committee. The ordi- 
nance was adopted. . 

When a protest against the proposed 
opening .of Lafayette street into Du- 
commun _ street was presented, tha 
clerk announced that the time for pro- 
test’ had long since expired, and that 
the commissioners for the street open- 
ing had already been appointed. The 
protest was therefore filed. 

CITY ENGINEER'S REPORT. 

Accompanying the report.of the City 
Engineer were the following. ordi- 
nances, Which were adopted under sus- 
pensions of the rules: Ordinances of 
intention to grade Twenty-second street 
from Toberman street to Union ave- 
nue with the natural soil of the street; 
to construct a cement sidewalk eight 
feet wide along the east side of: Flowet 
street between Twelfth and _ Pico 
streets; to establish the grade of 
Twenty-fifth street from Leoti avenue 
to a point 135 feet west, and to grade 
Avenue 55 from Pasadena avenue to 
Alvise street with the natural soil of 
the street. 

In regard to the petition of Maj. Fur- 
rey, asking for relief from storm water 
on Stewart street, the City Engineer 
reported as follows: 

“The Furrey tract, previous to the 
improvement of the property lying im- 
mediately north of it, had a ravine 
running through it, which drained a 
large extent of hill land. Upon the im- 
provement of Orange and Seventh 
streets and the intervening blocks, the 
water was diverted from the ravine by 
means of a twelve-inch drain to Stew- 
art street, where it received an addi- 
tional flow of storm water from Sev- 
enth street, which had been so graded 
as to discharge a considerable volume 
of storm water into Stewart = street, 
which, previous to the grading of Sev- 
enth street, did not reach said point. 
The whole volume of water accumu- 
lated at Stewart street finds its way 
back into the Furrey tract, where 
doubtless on the improvement of said 
tract it will be a serious nuisance, as it 


now is at the intersection of Stewart?T 


and Ninth streets. 

The proper remedy would be to con- 
struct a storm drain along Seventh 
street to the drain running south from 
Westlake Park. Such a drain has been 
included in the plans for a_ general 
storm-drain system, which TI have been 
ordered by your honorable body to pre 
pare. In the absence of such a drain 
along Seventh street, a I4-inch pipe 
through the Furrey tract from Seventh 
street to Eighth street would remedy 
the nuisance so far as the Furrey tract 
itself is concerned. Such a drain would 
he 900 feet in length, the cost of which, 
laid, would approximate $450.” 

The matter was referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 

As instructed by the Council the City 
Attorney presented an ordinance 
amending the so-called hitching ordi- 
nance so as to include within its pro- 
visions Hill street, between First and 
Fifth. The ordinance was adopted. 
The following ordinances were also 
presented with the Atorney’s report, 
and were adopted: To abandon pro- 
ceedings for the widening and opening 
of Hoover street, between Seventh and 
Pico, and directing the repayment of 
all moneys had and collected under 
said proceedings; granting special priv- 
ileges to the Rex Oil Company and to 
Mrs. Emma Summers, to erect oil- 
pumping cables. 

On recommendation of the City At- 
torney a disclaimer was ordered filed 
by the city in the suit against it of 
W. S. Boyd, to quiet title to a strip of 
land adjoining the Spring-street school 
lot. 

SWEEPING SPECIFICATIONS. 

The new spectifications for street 
sweeping which had been in the hands 
of a_ special committee for several 
weeks, were presented and adopted. As 
heretofore stated, there are three sets 
of specifications, one for all machine 
sweeping, another for hand sweeping 
in the business district and the third 
for machine sweeping outside a given 
business district. The new contract 
under these specifications is to take 
effect November 21, and is .to expire 
June 20, 1991, it being the intention of 
the Council to make all contracts here- 
after entered into, expire with the end 
of the city fiscal year. Bids for the new 
contract are to be opened in three weeks, 
and fifteen days will be allowedfor thé 
filing of the bond after the acceptance 
of one of the bids.

‘when she left Los Angeles with th 
girl. it was in ovedtence to thie telA- 
graphic dispatch. re‘eived from 
father, and whch Sfra. McNeil 
mitted for inspection. It ran a3 fol- 
lows: ‘ 

“RAWLINS (CWyo..) Aut 15, 1898. 

“Mrs. Jennie McNeil, No. 211 North 
Broadway, Los Angeles, Cal.: You 


have my permission to take Vera Nel- 
son, my children, whenever you go. 
“JAMES NELSON.” 

The wording of this telegram leaves 
it to be inferred that it was in the 
nature of an authority telegraphed in 
response to a fetter or letters from 
this end, the plural ‘‘children’ being 
merely a mistake ‘in: transmission. 
Why such a telegram was sent at all 
and the pecular oircumstances that 
have environed the young life of Vera 
Nelson combine to make the story that, 
in elaborater form. will, tn all prob- 
ability be unfolded in the courts. 
Mrs. McNeil produced a stack of let- 
ters to confirm her statements, as she 
proceeded to uwpravel the problem of 
the contending parents’ right to pos- 
session of the girl, Vera. 

Primarily, however, Mrs. McNeil re- 
fers to the order of the Salt “— 
the 
girl to the father, and when a certi- 
fied copy of that document arrives the 
entire difficulty will be straightened 
out. Meantime, Mrs. McNeil, “who, 
while not apparently a cultured woman 
or acquainted with forms of law, dees 
appear to be sincere and earnest in 
her professions on behalf of the child, 
concedes that the court order referred 
to was made in a somewhat excep- 
tional way. 

It was in October, 1895, she explained, 
that Nelson's wife—now Mrs. Mike- 
sell—obtained a divorce in Salt Lake 
City, the understanding between hus- 
band and wife being that the mother 
was to make no claim to the custody 
of the little girl, while the father con- 
‘sented to let the mother retain the 
boy. There was much of sadness pre- 
ceding the divorce suit that Mrs. Me- 
Neil would not advert to, but the di- 
vorce was obtained while Nelson was 
in another city, and the mother, not 
adhering to the agreement made, re- 
ceived the custody of both children. 
Later, however, the mother did go into 
court and consented to a modification 
of the original order by which the 
child Vera was given over to the 
father. It was then a matter of mu- 
tual understanding that the grand- 
mother should care for Vera, as she 
had in some measure done so for the 
entire family before it was disrupted. 

From that time on Mrs. McNeil avers 
that she looked out for her daurhter 
and the boy while the father supplied 
funds to support his little daughter. 
At times the mother would absent her- 
self from home, and about August, 
Isyi, she married Mr. Mikesell, and a 
month later came with him and the 
boy to California. Then it was that 
Nelson sent money to Mrs. McNeil to 
pay her way and that of Vera to Raw. 
lins, N. Y., where he was working. 
There the three lived comfortably to- 


gether, when Nelson received a letter 
from his ex-wife telling of her treu- 
bles, and stating that she wanted 


to leave Mikesell and return to her 
first husband just in order that she 
might devote herself to her children. 
She represented herself as destitute, 
and asked only that a ticket be sent 
her to carry her and her boy to Wy- 
oming. Nelson sent the ticket and 
Mrs. McNeil says that she sent money 
to keep the mother and child wi:fle 
en route. After arriving at her desti- 
nation Mrs. Mikesell explained to her 
mother that it was useless their both 
stopping at home and inquired of Mrs. 
McNeil what she intended to do. The 
latter says she went at once to Den- 
ver and was at work there for about 
a@month when she _ received a letter 
from Nelson saying that May Mikesell 


had stolen Vera and run away. Mrs. 
McNeil said Nelson had no money tw 
pursues Mrs. Mikescil nor had 


That all happened about Fehruary of 
this year. 

“About June I got a letter from 
Vera,” said Mrs. .McNeil, “that her 
mother dictated and to which she made 
additions, and that was all untrue in 
the light of after events. She wanted 
me to come to Los Angeles and said 
she was grieved and disappointed and 


wanted just to live for the cildren

William Tillot- 
son’s “A Prisoner of War’ was put 
on the boards last night by the Bacon 
company with the same conscientious 
care as to detail, the same general ex- 
cellence in staging and presentation 
that has marked all the work of the 
present management at the Burbank. 
The play itself is an ingenious fabric 
woven with threads of patriotism and 
the design is complicated 
by deliberate intrigue and misunder- 
standing, and there are scattered 
threads of humor which are both use- 
ful and ornamental. The interest is 
centered in the daughter of a Ken- 
tucky judge, and a colonel in the Fed- 
eral army. About the story of their 
love, and the death of the eirl’s 
brother, who is a Confederate officer, 
the other characters figure with more 
or less prominence as occasion de- 
mands.

Miss Lemmert does some particularly 
clever work. Her voice is exquisite 
in its modulations, her art of a high 
order. Mr. Webster plays the counter- 
Dart to Miss Lemmert with sincerity, 
and by it, adds another mark to his 
versatility. Mr. Crane’s capacity for 
the portrayal of old men’s parts has 
already been established; his Judge 
Carlyle is not a repetition, but is as 
good in its way. Stanley Ross, the 
virtuous member of the company, that 
is, in the roles he plays, gets reckless 
in this one, and drunk at the same 
time. Relentless fate immediately 
overtakes him, however. for swerving 
from the righteous path, and he is 
Stabbed and dies in the first act.

Mr. Nicholson hands over his sword 
and stalks majesticaily hence. The 
comedy is supplied by Frank Racon 
Violet Dale and a pink-headed. 
magenta-nosed sentinel Mr. Bacon as 
an English newspapér correspondent 
and artist—unusual combination over 
here—is a perennial sovree of joy. 
What the playwright doesn’t think of 
that is funny Mr. Bacon supplies from 
his oWn apparently inexhaustible fund, 
and -his. action always backs un his 
words. Little Miss Dale ably aids and 
abets him. She is doing Better -work 
in the role of Gay Carlvle than any- 
thing she has yet tried. and is im- 
proving all the time.

A SOLDIER'S LETTER. 


BRIG.-GEN. OTIS WRITES OF HIS 
VOYAGE WESTWARD. 


How Our Boys in Blue and Brown 

are Housed and Fed Aboard 
Ship—Sailing to War Over a 
Summer Sea. 


From his cabin on the troop ship Rio 
de Janeiro, fiving the commander's 
flag, Brig.-Gen. Harrison Gray Otis 
writes to an associate on The Times 
some details of the voyage to the Far 
East, which will be found of interest 
to the friends of that officer, as well 
as to those who would like to know 
how our soldier boys of the rank and 
file fare in “ships. that pass in the 
night.” He.says: 
—FLAGSHIP RIO DE JANEIRO, 

At Sea (Lat. 28 deg. 13m. N.; Long. 
14; deg. 06m. W.,) July 28, 1898, 12 m. 
‘My Dear ——: Five days and 1350 

miles out from 'Frisco. We are sailing 
literally upon a summer sea. The 
ocean is smooth, the airs soft—(‘Waflt, 
waft, ye spicy breezes,’ etc.,)—the ship 
steady, nobody sick, and there is no 
more heat in the atmosphere, thus far, 
than you encounter in the channels of 
Los Angeles 6r Santa Barbara on a 
July day. The men are in a better 
condftion than I ever dreamed it pos-~ 
sible for soldiers on a troop ship to be. 
They are well fed and properly clothed, 
are compelled to keep themselves and 
their quarters clean, and have plenty 
of sleeping room, all not being ‘required 
to confine themselves to their bunks 
on the berth deck, but a large number 
can dispose and disport themselves on 
the middle and upper decks, where they 
can sleep under the ‘stars—the best 
place on a tropic voyage. In fact, the 
entire number of 830 enlisted men 
aboard can, in the daytime, gather at 
one time on the upper deck. And they 
do it, having a happy, careless, con- 
tented time watching the sea, singing 
songs, cracking jokes, reading, sleep- 
ing, climbing the rigging, and like di- 
versions. There is guard duty, some 
drilling, washing clothes, bathing, etc. 
And the band plays on—likewise the 
banjo and the guitar. It is summer- 
day soldiering sure enough, and will 
have to come to an end before the ist 
of September. Real war will prove an 
awakener to the untried men from Da- 
kota and Utah. 

“We will reach Honolulu on Saturday 
night or Sunday morning. There we 
anticipate a big time, and a, town in- 
carnadined to the very highest degree 
of Kanaka brilliancy. The Pennsyl- 
vania, with the Montana regiment and 
some California recruits aboard, will 
doubtless be in port, awaiting us, as she 
had four days’ start from San Fran- 
cisco. The St. Paul will arrive later— 
probably a week—as she cannot get 
awayfromSan Francisco at the earliest 
before the 30th or 31st, when we expect 
to arrive at Honolulu. These three 
ships of my expedition will then pro- 
ceed, in company with the Peru and 
the City of Puebla, to Manila, and the 
fleet ought to be able to arrive at its 
destination by the ist of September. 
It consumes time, you see, to carry on 
war when expeditions by sea have to 
cross the wide Pacific Ocean to get at 
the foe; when transports are scarce 
and unfitted for their new uses; when 
troops have to be assembled from the 
great spread of country lying between 
New York and California; when cloth- 
ing, food, camp equipage, arms and 
ammunition for an army of 21,000 can- 
not be got together in a day, and 
when citizens have to be converted 
into soldiers in camps of instruction 
before they can be safely sent to the 
front. Hence the long delays which 
readers of newspapers wonder at, and 
editorial statesmen and warriors con- 
demn with owl-like disapproval. 

‘Personally, all right. sus- 
tained only a couple of slicht assaults 
from Old Neptune whose chief of staff 
is Col. Mal de Mer. and I succeeded in 
repulsing these without serious diffi- 
culty. This was on the first night out; 
now I am normal. My quarters are 
excellent and comfortable: the table is 
good; the officers vay the steamship 
company $1.50 per day for subsistence 
and attention; the military company 
is agreeable. and the shin has one of 
the best captains living—Capt. William 
Ward—a royal gentleman and officer. 
who ‘studies to please’ literally and 
continuously. He shows himself will- 
ing and anxious to do everythirg in his 
power for the comfort of officers and 
men, especially the boys in brown, who 
carry the muskets and cannot sleep in 
staterooms, but must lie down at night 
under a tropic sky, beneath the South- 
ern Cross, with the shining’ stars 
above them and a scoured deck be- 
neath. Capt. Ward knows the sea he 
sails, and has grown up from a boy in 
the service of the Pacific Mail, to his 
present responsible position the 
commander of one of their best-known 
ships. He tells me that he has taken 
different steamers through’ twenty- 
four separate and distinct typhoons in 
the course of his sea career. and the 
Rio through six of these tropical pleas- 
antries, without losing from her so 
much as a pane of glass. 

“The ship’s course is, of course, de- 
termined by her navigating officer, but 
I can give him orders as to speed and 
stoppages, end may divert his course, 
within the limitations of my own in- 
structions.,so as to take in and pick 
up, if need be, an island now and then, 
or any old thing with a Spanish own- 
ership that we may find laying around 
loose in the Pacific between California 
and the Philippines. We may run into 
a typhoon or two off the Island of 
Luzon. and that will vary the monot- 
ony of the voyage. ‘don’t you know?’ 

“Will! Manila have fallen before we 
arrive? That is the daily speculation 
aboard. 

“JT will try to write you from Hono- 
lulu. where we will stay some days, 

obably.”

: “HONOLULU, July 31.—We got in be- 

fore daylight, and have been taking 

in the town all dav.

WATER DECISIONS. 


OPINIONS IN TWO IMPORTANT SAN 
DIEGO CASES, 


Water Rates When Fixed by Super- 
visors or Trustees Must Be Just 
and Equitable—In Water Con- 
tracts First in Time, First in 
Right. 


Two opinions of interest were handed 
down yesterday by Judge Ross of the 
United States Circuit Court. Both con- 
cern the aftairs of the San Diego Land 
and Town Company, which has _ be- 
come involved in complicated litiga- 
tion. 

The first opinion overrules the de- 
murrers and exceptions in the case of 
the San Diego Land and Town Com- 
pany vs. John A. Jasper et al. The 
water company supplies National City, 
just south of San Diego. A petition 
was presented to the Supervisors, ask- 
ing that water rates be fixed. The 
company made a statement to the 
Supervisors in regard to the value of 
their million-dollar plant, the 
amount of income necessary to pay a 
fair rate of interest. The Supervisors 
fixed the rates at a figure less than 
what the water company had asked 
as a minimum. Suit was brought by 
the corporation to have the rates de- 
clared unjustly low. The Supervis- 
ors and the signers of the petition to 
have the rates fixed, who were made 
defendants in the suit, demurred, and 
the court has now overruled their de- 
murrer. 

Judge Ross holds that’ while the 
Supervisors have the right to fix wa- 
ter rates, they must be made fair and 
equitable. He acknowledges that it is 
well-nigh impossible to fix rates which 
will be equally fair to both consumer 
and corporation. 

“A water company is entitled,” says 
his opinion, “‘to a fair return upon the 
value of that which it uses for the 
public convenience. While the  pre- 
sumptions of law are always in favor 
of the rates established by the regu- 
larly-constituted authorities, yet when 
they are shown to be manifestly un- 
reasonable, they must always be an- 
nulled as unjust, at the suit of the ag- 
grieved party.” 

Further time is given to the  de- 
fendants to file another demurrer, if 
they so desire, and the rates remain 
unchanged. 

The second case is an opinion on the 
petition in intervention of James M. 
Sharp in the case of H. R. Mandell 
et al., vs. the San Diego Land and 
Town Company. Sharp bought land 
from the company and made a con- 
tract for water to irrigate -his land 
for five years. The company tried to 
stop supplying him with water, in or- 
der to give it to consumers who had 
bought land after he had done so, as 
there was not enough to go around, 
and they wanted to keep up the sal- 
ability of their land. The decision is 
that the water company must supply 
the customer with a prior claim. 

“A consumer,” says’ the opinion, 
“whose land is situated within the 
flow of such a distributing system as 
that of this company, and who has 
by means of water thereby supplied 
to him, made valuable improvements 
on his land, cannot be thereafter 
lawfully deprived of such water, in 
order that the distributor may supply 
later comers, even though a larger 
area, by reason of more favorable con- 
ditions, may thus be brought under 
cultivation. Such a rule would mani- 
festly work destruction to the just and 
well-established rule that in cases like 
this the first in time is the first in 
right.” 


THEIR TITLE CLEAR, 


Decrees in Railroad Laud Cases for 
the Owners, 

Two decrees were yesterday entered 
by Judge Ross in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court confirming the title of own- 
ers to railroad lands whose title was 
in dispute. It was decided that the 
original purchasers of the land in ques- 
tion from the Southern Pacific Raliroad 
Compamy had acted in good faith, amd 
the title of their assigns was confirmed, 
in acordance with the law passed by 
Congress that bona fide purchasers of 
the overlapping rairoad lands in South- 
ern California should -be protected in 
their rights. Those who have paid‘ 
only a portion of the-purchase price for 
their lands must file on it September 6, 
bui those who paid the cmtire sum due 
and received a patent on it need only 
ta file suit in the United States Circuit 
Court to have their title declared good. 

The suits decided in favor of the 
land-owners yesterday were brought by 
Fred W. Wood and Mme. Isabella Pigne 
Dupuytren and by George 8S.

RADICAL CHANGE IN HIGH SCHOOL 
HOURS OF WORK. 


Overcrowding of the Inadequate 
BRuailding Forces the Ninth Grade 
to Be Divided—Teachers 
signed for the Coming Year. 


At the meetirg of the Board of Edu- 
cation last night, C. L. Ennis, Deputy 
City Superintendent: of Schools, was 
granted a leave of absence for three 
weeks. 


A communication signed by 213 citi- 
zens was received by the board, re- 
questing that the name of Miss Ernes- 
tine L. Machold be again placed on the 
list of teachers. Mr. Conrey moved 
that the communication be received 
and filed, but Mr. Bragg thought that 
the request of 213 citizens should re- 
ceive more consideration than that, so 
the matter was referred to the Teach- 
ers’ Committee. 


The Finance Committee reported bills 
on the county fund to the extent of 
$1170.37, and bills on the city fund 
amounting to $67.30, making a total of 
$1239.67. They were ordered paid. 

The Building Committee ° reported, 
recommending the making of certain 
repairs, painting, papering, excavat- 
img, grading, etc., at various city 
schools, which was ordered done. The 
bid of W. C. Story for sheet-iron work, 
and the bid of Fred Schreiber for 
blackboards and lath, as recommended 
by the committee, were accepted. 

The Teachers’ and Schools’ Commit- 
tee submitted a report containing the 
proposed assignment of teachers for the 
coming term, which was adopted by 
the board. Superintendent J. A. Fo- 
shay stated that very few changes had 
been made from last year; that changes 
had been made'‘only where it had been 
deemed advisable for the welfare of 
the school. 

The Committee on Janitors recom- 
mended that Mrs. Bristol be appointed 
janitor for the Pico Heights School, 
which was done. The board élected 
Mr. Renson janitor of the High School. 
Messrs. Morris, McPherson, Lawrence, 
Dugan, Roberts, Renson, Tibbets and 
Markus were all placed in nomination 
for the position. Mr. Renson’s salary 
was fixed at $150 per month.

OLIVES AS FOOD. California is 
about 40. become a great producer of 
olives and clive oil. Thus far 
these foods are not in gen- 
eral use ig the United States. 


Indeed as to the mass of the pedple they 
are “caviare to the general.’’ Millions 
of Americans scarcely know the tast-, 
much less understand the bemfits to 
health resulting from the use of either 
olives or olive oil. Physicians under- 
stand.these maticrs and often prescribe 
olives or olive oil, or both for patients. 

Medical authorities are yemeralry 
agreed as to the value of olive oil medi- 
cinally, finding it a potent ages.t for any 
defects of the excretory ducts, espect- 
ally the skin. Eczema has rapidly dis- 
appeared upon a substitution of a chet 
of fresh and dried fruits, milk, ezzs and 
olive oil. The benefiectal ctfects of the 
latter, when thus taken tn conjunction 
with the fruit diet, have frequently been 
remarked in respect tothe hair, nails 
and scalp, supplying to the sehaceous 
glands the oily substance which thev 
secrete when in healthy condition, and 
theabsence of which isthe cause of de- 
bility of the hair, frequently ending in 
baldness, says the Scientific American. 
Ii has long beem observed that those 
who treat olive oil as a common article 
of food amd use it as such are generally 
healthier and in better condition than 
those who do not, and its therapeutic 
and prophylactic properties are very 
favorably regarded by medical men. It 
is known to be destructive to certain 
fonms of micro-organic life, and for the 
eradication of such from the system its 
internal use has been sucessially re- 
eorted to. 

Americans are largely of the Amglo- 
Saxon, or Teutonic races, and as such 
depend too much on farinaceous and 
meat diets. California will have highly 
bemeficial effects on the physical and 
mental characteristics of the race in 
the future, by furnishing olive, the va- 
rious fruits, nuts and honey as regular 
articles of diet. There are few. foods so 
nutritious as Olives, walnuts, raisins and 
honey. They will prove an economy in 
the household,-and they will greatly add 
to the health and general well-being of 
the people. Indeed it is not going too 
far to claim that the moral character- 
istics of the race will be improved by 
this more varied regime. where fruits 
Stall partially take the place of animal 
flesh.

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—The stock market 
resumed its familiar character of the greater 
part of last week today, with the exception 
that the early strength of stocks was not 
fully recovered at any time subsequently. In 
fact, the closing was rather easy’in tone, 
prices being sustained with apparent diffi- 
culty at a point decidedly below the best, 
but somewhat above the lowest. In the 
Grangers the opening prices wore the best 
at a level of about 1 to 1l's above the buoy- 
ant top prices of Friday afternoon. This 
level was helped by the marking up of 
Americans in London before the opening 
here on cabled orders from New York. It 
was the evident purpose to make the open- 
ing high for liquidation of profits. The com- 
mission houses were known to have a large 
volume of orders to buy, and in many cases 
there was no restriction on these, the order 
being to buy at the market. The realizing 
sales in the first hour were very heavy, and 
in spite of the large outside demand prices 
of the Grangers melted away before the 
profit-taking sales. Before St. Paul had en- 
tirely lost its advance there was a letting up 
of the pressure to sell, and prices turned 
upward again. The tone of the group was 
somewhat heavy for the rest of the day, 
though St. Paul rallied above 113 before the 
close. The Pacifics also showed evidences 
of profit-taking, but the Northern Pacifics 
rallied on the showing of an increase of 
earnings in the second week in August of 
$16544. There heavy buying of Atchison 
preferred during the day, and Louisville and 
Nashville advanced over a point near the 
close on reports of a project for a steamship 
line to Havana. There were numerous ex- 
traordinary price movements in_ special 
stocks, Minnesota iron covering a range of 11 
points, and Illinois Steel about 5 points in 
efforts to adjust proportion of valuation on 
the consolidation.

A SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA VOLUN- 
TEER DIES FOR HIS COUNTRY. 


Fever Kills Harvey Randall—A Sol- 
dier’sGrave at Santingo—Bicylist 
Lambasted by a Swinging Elec- 
tric Car—City Officials Will Have 
to Keep Sober. 


- PASADENA, Aug. 22. — [Regular Corre- 


gpondence.} The news of the death of the first 
Pasadena boy to fall a victim to the horrors 
of war came today. When the first call for 
troops was issued, Harvey Randall, son of 
Dr. M. O. Randall of this city, was in Wor- 
cester, Mass., where he had secured employ- 


ment. He at once enlisted in the Second Mas- 


sachusetts, and going to the front. serve? 
through the Santiago campaign. A few days 
ago a letter was received by his parents here 
saying he had escaped unscathed, and was 
coming back to Pasadena at once. The next 
report from him was a telegram received this 
morning by his father’ from Gen. Wheelcr, 
statirig that Harvey had died of fever and had 
been buried at Santiago. His family are pros- 
treated by the crushing intelligence. 

Young Randall was a handsome, finely-built, 
tall.-and strong fellow of 20 years, the ideal of 
a soldier. He served under Gen. Lawton, and 
was one of the volunteer sharpshooters at El 
Caney and the other fights at Sanitago, al- 
though he enlisted as a bugler. His last let- 
ters spoke of the extreme sufferings of his 
comrades and what he had been doing to hel 
them. The flag at the Randall home on Nort 
Craig avenue, which has been flying proudly 
all through the war, is now at half mast. 

BICYCLIST HURT. 

There was a collision between an electric 
car and a bicyclist on East Colorado street at 
6 o'clock this evening, and the bicyclist got 
the worst of it. Winter Higley, who lives at

He escaped serious injury, but one hand was 
split and his wrist was sprained. The young 
fellow was taken to a physician by the elec- 
tric railway employés and his wound was 
dressed. His bicycle was damaged consii- 
erably, and the lad scemed to care more about 
that than for his own hurts.

City Trustee Complains Agninst 
Himself for Battery. 

SAN PEDRO, Aug. 22.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] City Marshal James H. Dodson 
and City Trustee had a personal encounter 
Saturday evening. The battle, which caused 
little physical injury to either party, was 
never finished, for the combatants were 
Separated before either had gained any de- 
cisive advantage. The trouble began more 
than a week ago, when a statement pub- 
lished in a local paper regarding Trustee 
| Gilstead was questioned and proof of the 
assertion was demanded. In the next issue 
of the local paper which had published the 
questioned statement, the following ap- 


peared: 
“SAN PEDRO, Aug. 19, 1898. 

“After the meeting of the Board of Trus- 
tees at which my bond as acting marshal 
was approved, Trustee Gilstead came to me 
and, addressing me, used the following lan- 
guage: ‘The reason I voted against approv- 
ing your bond was that McDermott made the 
motion,’ 

[Signed] “JAMES DODSON.” 

Seeing this statement in the local paper, 
Mr. Gilstead called on Dodson at his house 
Saturday evening. According to Mr. Dod- 
‘son, Gilstead inquired if he had said cer- 
tain things as printed. Upon an affirmative 
reply Gilstead struck him in the face, knock- 
ing him down. 

Gilstead, on the other hand, says that 
when Dodson admitted having made the 
statement as published, he, Gilstead accused 
Dodson of having told an altogether different 
and contradictory story of the case only a 
few days before. They then had a brief 
argument, in which Gilstead applied a 
Strong epithet to Dodson, and both com- 
menced the fist fight simultaneously. 

Whichever way the fight began, the fact 
remains that a crowd was soon collected 
and Gillstead and Dodson were separated. 
Constable Schwartz had arrived by that ¢ime 
and he placed both men under arrest, The 
combatants were not at once locked up, and 
were not kept under close restraint. A few 
minutes later Justice Patterson came to 
Schwartz and told him that Gilstead was 
already under arrest, so that Schwartz need 
not swear to a complaint against him. 
Schwartz accordingly went before Justice 
Downing and swore to a complaint charging 
Dodson with disturbing the peace, but made 
no complaint against Gilstead. 

Meantime Gilstead had appeared before 
Justice Patterson and expressed a desire to 
plead guilty to a charge of battery. Justice 
Patterson advised him that no official pro- 
ceedings in the case of a public offense could 
be taken until complaint had been filed. 
Gilistead thereupon swore to a complaint 
charging himself with battery, and alleging 
that he himself “did wilfully and unlawfully 
use foree and violence upon the person of 
James Dodson.’’ 

Just how,the return of warrant of arrest 
in the case was made out is not clear, as 
no peace officer seems to have been called 
on, but Justice Patterscn proceeded to ar-

TWO HUNTERS HURT BY HANDLING 
WEAPONS CARELESSLY., 


One Shot Shot Through the Hand 
and Legs, the Other Instantly 
Killed — Coronado Swimmers’ 
Hard Experience With a Runa- 
way Boat. 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 22. — [Regular 
spondence.} Keith Keasbey, aged 19 years, 
met with a. terrible accident Sunday while 
hunting ducks at Sweetwater dam. He may 
lose his life. In company with a younger 
brother he was crawling up on a lot of ducks 
meavhing back, he 
drew the gun toward him. Both barrels: ex- 
ploded, the charge entering ‘iis right havd 
and wrist, and filling both thighs with shot. 

The'lad's brother ran for help, leaving ibe 
wounded boy where he was shot. After a 
great deal of delay he was removed to his 


Corre- 


home. Dr. Johnson of National City was 
called. He found that the right hand was 


practically: shot away, the muscles having 
been destroyed, and some of the shot having 
penetrated the wrist upward and tore away 
the muscles and part of the bone. The boy's 
legs are full of shot, as the gun was loaded 


f with an extra large charge of small birdshot. 


It is doubtful if young Keasbey will recover. 

Another accident of the same nature, result- 
ing in the almost instant death of Antonio 
Subssh of Bonsall, occurred the other day. 
Subssh was out hunting, and leaned his gun 
against a log while he lighted his pipe. He 
drew the gun toward him, muzzle first, and 
it exploded. The whole - charge’ entered 
Subssh’s right breast, making a horrible 
wound, and killing him almost instantly. <A 
Coroner's jury rendered a verdict of acci- 
dental death. Subssh leaves a widow and 
several children. 

BERT REED’'S CONDITION. 

Bert G. Reed, son of Mayor Reed, who 
jumped from La Jolla cliffs into shallow water 
and was paralyzed by the shock, is lying in 
about the same condition as at first, so far as 
his physicians can discover. He is paralyzed 
from the chest downward, but suffers no pain 
whatever, and is entirely rational. The physi- 
cians believe that his spine is either fractured 
or broken, or that there is a clot of b ood 
in the spine. In the former case he isl ikely 
to die at any time, but if a clot exists it may 
be dissolved and leave the patient just as 
well as before his reckless leap. Young Reed 
is very cheerful and believes he will recover. 
His father, D Reed, is a delegate to the 
Republican State Convention, but has decided 
to remain at his son’s bedside, even though 
there is no sign of immediate change in his 
condition. 

FIGHTING THE DROUTH, 

The trees in Chula Vista never looked bet< 
ter than this year, says Horticultural Com- 
missioner Hall. Many people have not been 
able to pour on so much water as in the past, 
and the result is that tracts are more thor- 
oughly cultivated. The proper conditions— 
enough water, but not too much—have been 
attained, and the prospects are that there will 
be water sufficient for another good irrigation, 
which will carry the trées until the expected 
October rains arrive. The exception to this is 
where there was not a proper understanding 
how much water was to be used, some taking 
all their allowance in the éarly part of the sea- 
son. During the past six weeks the water has 
lowered about three and a half feet, leaving 
some twenty-six feet- still in reserve, all of 
which cannot. be available, of course, but six 
feet more will probably carry the ranchers 
of Chula Vista and National City through, 
with the majority of the orchards in better 
condition than ever before.

CORONADO BEACH, 


Thrilling Escape of Two Swimmers 
from Drowning. 


HOTEL CORONADO, Aug. 22.—[Regular 
Correspondence.}] Messrs. W. S. Goodlett 
and C. E. Orr, who are spending the sum- 


mer at Hotel del Coronado, had a very ex- 
citing and dangerous experience yesterday. 
They went sailing on the bay, between 
Coronado and National City, and when 
about in the middle of the bay decided to 
g0 in swimming. They did not anchor the 
sloop, merely letting the sail down and 
leaving her to drift with the tide. Both are 
expert swimmers, and were confident that 
they could overhaul the sloop whenever they 
pleased. 

But the tiller caught somehow, in sea- 
weed or a rope, and before the astonishe! 
swimmers were aware of it their sloop was 
heading up the bay at a good gait, with 
the breeze filling the sail. In another ten 
minutes the boat would be well out of 
reach. 

Mr. Goodlett, who is an all-round athlete 
and powerful swimmer, started at full speed 
after the fugitive craft. But it had got a 
taste of liberty and liked it. He could not 
overhaul the craft, swim as hard as h 
could. Sometimes he got within a couple o: 
yards of her, then the breeze, for pure m.an 
ness, would give an extra puff and send ihe 
boat dancing over the water. 

Mr. Orr was by this time pretty badly 
scared. ‘‘We’'ll have to swim for it,’’ said 
Goodlett. So they struck out for Coronado, 
a couple of miles away. But either the 
tide or the wind was against them, for they 
found it very hard work, and decided to 
give it up. The only place to head for was 
National City, fully two and a half miles 
eastward. By t:i king their time and float- 
ing occasionally the men reached the ol! 
deserted pier at National, thoroughly tired 
out. They dared not go any nearer to the 
town, being stark naked. Climbing on one 
of the piles, they whistled, called and sig- 
naled for half an hour, until they attracted 
the attention of two men in a boat, who 
put out and took them off. 

The sloop in the meantime sailed proudly 
up the bay, as steadily as if under a helms- 
man’s hand. She landed finally on the muj 
flats, a couple of miles above Nationa! City 
There the two men rowed the unfortunate 
bathers, where they got into their own craft 
again and into their clothes. Though tir. 4, 
they did not feel any bad effcets from thelr 
experience, and sailed home in fairly good 
season. It was only by chance that two 
other gentlemen, Mr. Miller and Mr. Staats, 
did not go with Messrs. Goodlett and Orr. 
Not being as strong swimmers as the two 
latter, it is possible that this casuaji change 
of plan averted a tragedy. 

A SEA OF PORPOISES. _

least 1000, sported off the waters of the 
hotel this morning, churning the water into 
foam and leaving a wake over two miles 
long. The fish were evidently cut for a 
frolic. -They leaped far out of water, tum- 
bled over one another, played leap-frog and 
tag. and raced up and down the beach.

Questions of Punishment and Taste 
at Universalist Meeting,
